The Office Action mailed September 30, 2003 required an election to the six following species of 
the claimed invention: 

I. -Drawn to a torsion resistant scleral-tensioning stent, classified in class 623, subclass 1.15, 
currently embodied in claims 1-17. 

II. Drawn to a method of chronically increasing ocular fluid drainage, classified in class 606, 
subclass 905, currently embodied in claim 18. 

III. Drawn to a method of chronically increasing ocular fluid drainage, classified in class 606, 
subclass 905, currently embodied in claims 18-19. 

IV. Drawn to a method of chronic glaucoma palliation, classified in class 606, subclass 905, 
currently embodied in claims 20-22. 

V. Drawn to a method of chronic presbyopia palliation, classified in class 606, subclass 905, 
currently embodied in claim 21. 

VI. Drawn to a method of astigmatism, classified in class 606, subclass 905, currently 
embodied in claim 23 . 

In response thereto, Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, Group I. Applicant states that 
in the usual course of prosecution, the art of all six groups would be searched in the prosecution of any 
one group as designated. In the interest of efficiency, Applicant respectfully requests that the restriction 
requirement be withdrawn.
